Snowmobile rares, as one might exnect in a 
society where people thrive on competition, have 
sprung up in almost every comer of the Upper 
Midwest and some of them — like the Interna­ 
tional 500 at Sault Ste. Marie, the Rhinelander-

at Gladstone and the North American SnowTno- 
bile championships at Munising — have atti'act- 
•d national attention. 


But besides the “big” races, there are oth­ 
ers w'hich provide rsidents exciting w’eekends and 
a chance to earn recognition and a few dollars 
without cmopeting with the “pros” who travel 
the racing circuit from weekend to weekend with 
several machines at their disposal.

Snowmobile racinf^, however, while it pro­ 
vides weekends of excitement for both drivers 
and spectators, isn’t the driving force behind 
the “TTiink Snow” movement. SnouTnobiles are 
popular simply because they can pull together 
a family for a winter outing. 


Relatively uncomiriicated, snowrnobiles can 
be driven by young children or parents. They can 
be used for riding, towing sleighs or skiers, or 
as a vehicle to reach cottages which in the “pre 
snowmobile era” were closed to families from 
the time of the first major snow'fall to the spring 
breakup. For a family with several thousand 
dollars invested in a cottage, adding four or five 
months to the annual use of that cottage almost 
doubles the value of the investment. 


Til is is what snowmobiling is all about. 
It is and will continue to be a family activity. 
And more and more families are getting into 
the act even* year.

Creating Dependency 


Rep. Gene Snyder, R-Ky., likes only one 
kind of handout from the federal government 
— those to his constituents in Kentucky. 


Snyder laments the expenditure of billions of 
dollars on foreign aid, not primarily because 
funds have been misspent and largely counter­ 
productive but because his voters aren’t getting 
enoueh tax money funneled into their hands. 


Tlie fact is that foreign aid has consumed 
some $150 billion since the end of World War 
II. Most of it has g o n e to support socialist 
schemes which have squeezed out or discouraged 
private entemrise. Considerable amounts have 
gone for prestige projects w'hich have turned out 
Jo be w'hite elephants. Government leaders often 
never intended for the project to be pj*ofitable 
or productive since they were designed solely 
to impress the natives. 


American aid has also gone to ann historic 
enemies — i.e., Jordan and Israel, Pakistan and 
India — which have used the equipment to 
battle and exhaust each other rather than pro­ 
tect themselves from the threats of Communism. 
The Communists are stronger today in the ^lid- 
dle East and South-Central Asia because U S. 
aid recipients have embroiled themselves in cost­ 
ly wars. 


On the basis of these facts Snydei* is cor­ 
rect in complaininjcr about the continued export 
of American goods and funds to foreign coun­ 
tries which often hate us all the 'more for their 
parastic relationship to the United States. Had 
the Kentucky congressman stopped there with 
his criticisms, he would have our unqualified 
support and symnathy. He w'ent on. however, to 
demand that more tax money be diverted into 
his own district. 


S\Tider apparently forgets that aid. whether 
foreign or domestic, comes out of the pocket of 
one person and goes into the pocket of another. 
It amounts to legal robberj^ even though the mo­ 
tives may be of the highest caliber. 


The failure of all aid programs Is that tliey 
create or strengthen dependency on the govern­ 
ment at the expense of personal initiative and 
human freedom. 


Waving Of White Flag 
Started Strange Scene 


(Editor’s Note; This is sn- 
ottier in ft series of srticiee 
about World War II action in­ 
volving the 29th Infantry Di­ 
vision, written hy James E. 
Trethewey, Marquette Mining 
Journal new’spapemian and a 
member of that division dur­ 
ing the war.)

Twenty-five years after it 
happened, the picture of a 
strange and spectacular street 
scene — inceonfruous in a bat­ 
tle setting — still forms a bril- 
Kant image in my mind. 


It took place in the tov.Ti of 
HesouxTance, a suburb of the 
great French port of Brest cap­ 
tured in September after a 
four-week offensive by the 2nd, 
8th and 29th Infantry Divisions. 
Nearly 50,000 German troops 
were in the Brest garrison, and 
the city’s defenses included an 
outer defensive arc of hedge­ 
rows. concrete and fteel forti­ 
fications and an abundance of 
strongpoints on high ground 
which gave the enemy clear ob- 
sen^'ation of all aonroaches to 
the city. Steel pillboxes, anti­ 
tank ditches, road barriers and 
minefields made up the inner 
defensive sy.slem. 


Hundreds 
of 
infantr>' 
re­ 
placements like myself got our 
first taste of battle in this cam­ 
paign, after crossing the Eng­ 
lish channel in what must have 
been a cattle bo-at following 
a brief stopover in England and 
then being transported in trucks 
to fill 
rifle 
company ranks 
thinned by action at Omaha 
Beach, St. Lo and the pursuit 
throuf?h Normandy. 


Hours Cleaning Rifles 


T remember clearlv the davs 
preceding our movement to the 
front line. They were beautiful 


September days when we spent 
hours cleaning our rifles and 
engaging in other routine ta^ks; 
watching wave after wave of 
American planes drop bombs 
on the Brest area: giving gum 
and chocolate bars to young 
French boys and girls after 
hearing them sing their national 
anthem. 


It’s easy to recall the solem­ 
nity of religious services for 
both Catholic a n d Protestant 
troops, \nth the radiators of 
jeeps serving as altars, and of 
attending Mass and receiving 
general absolution unth hund­ 
reds of others the night befort 
we began replacing troops on 
the line. 


I remember, too, the tediouf 
task of digging in. time after 
time, as we continued a slow 
but steady advance . . . the 
empty shells from machinegun 
bullets dropping on us from 
planes giving close suooort to 
our ground forces . . . the foul- 
ups which sometimes resulted 
in some of ils standing guard 
three or four times a night . . . 
the horrible stench from the 
bloated bodies of dead horses 
onlv a few yards from our 
foxholes . . . of the great wave 
of pity which savept over me 
\K'hen I awakened in an or­ 
chard one morning to see a 
cow with half of its face shot 
away. 


Bizarre Scene 


But T remember most of all 
that almost bizarre street scene 
in Recouvrance.

PAROCHIAID 


Last Thursday evening, I at­ 
tended high school for one hour 
at Holy Name. I spent ten min­ 
utes in e«ch of the six class­ 
rooms that my daughter atlcnds 
daily, and I got a brief explana­ 
tion of the subjects and the 
work c-overed by the particular 
courses. The subjects were as 
follows: biology, typing, geome­ 
try, chorus, English, religion. 


These are the same subjects, 
with one exception — Religion 
— that are offered in the public 
schools. These fir.st five are also 
the subjects which I feel should 
be paid for with public funds 
or siaiB aid. We do not request 
al^ate aid to teach our children 
Keligion — only for those sub­ 
jects which are required and/or 
are taught in the public schools. 
It appears that some of the un­ 
informed have the opinion that 
the non^ublic .schools are teach­ 
ing only Religion. 


The State Constitution re­ 
quires that all children attend 
school. It states that we are en­ 
titled to a free education, and 
further states that we can at­ 
tend a school of our choice. 


Under the present system wa 
oannot obtain these rights. Tha 
public school system in Michi­ 
gan offers a fine education; 
however, I fee] it is tlie dual 
system of education that makes 
it the fine educational systern it 
is today. 


The fine education offered at 
t^e public achols is, in part, a 
credit to the non-public schools 
in Michigan. Likewise, the fin# 
education offered at the non- 
public schools in Michigan is a 
•radit to ttia varjr food adtiea- 


tional system at the public 
¿chools. 


Competition here, as in busi- 
ne.ss and industry, is important 
and is for the good of the con­ 
sumer. Laws prohibit business 
and industry from monopolizing. 
Perhaps our dual educational 
system should have this pro­ 
tection as well. 


I feel my children have just 
as much right to a paid educa­ 
tion as do my neighbor’s child­ 
ren. Tlie fact that I exercise 
my right to send my children to 
a school of my choice should 
not classify me as a sec<md-rata 
citizen by denying payment or 
reimbursement of the educa­ 
tional cost of reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 


Our non-public schools must 
have financial assistance to sur­ 
vive. No business can continua 
on a money losing basis. Like­ 
wise, my budget cannot stand 
for an increased state tax for 
education, increased tuition at 
the non-public .school, and in­ 
creased local millage to support 
schools that my children do not 
attend. 


In ££canat>a alone tliere are 
over 1,500 childreo attending 
non-public schools. Could our 
public schools absorb that many 
additional without substantial 
increase in millage? 


As concerned 
citizens, 
we 
should give this serious and 
unbiased 
consideration, 
and 
should wriite our State Repre­ 
sentative and State Senator urg­ 
ing passage of legislation te 
benefit all of the school child­ 
ren in Michigan.

“About 10 o’clock on th e 
morning of Sept. 17. we started 
moving up the srtreet toward a 
large church and were finding 
our way around .some house* 
across from the church and a 
theater when a burst of 20 mm 
fire directed at some of our men 
sent us to cover. There were 
no officers or noncoms with our 
platoon at the time. Unable to 
advance further and lacking a 
leader, we kept under cover 
around and behind the houses 
across from the theater. 


Waves m itc Flag 
“Some time later a German 
soldier appeared in the door­ 
way of the theater wa\nng a 
large white flag. He came over 
to us and said that some of the 
Germans in the area wanted 
to 'surrender. We told him OK, 
and he went back. The Ger­ 
mans then started walking out 
of the theater 
and nearby 
woods in groups of twos, threes, 
fours and fives. A total of 5« 
gave up in the space of about 
15 minutes. 


“In the meantime, while the 
Germans are walking out of 
their area to us. French civil­ 
ians were pouring out of the 
church. We learned from them 
later that 110 men, vxmien and 
children had spent 42 days and 
nights in the church basement. 
While th e y stood around in 
front of the church, watching 
with keen interest the surren­ 
der, 
two 
young 
Frenchmen 
came running up with a French 
flag. Using a ladder, they hung 
the flag above the entrance ¿t 
the church. Then two others 
came 
nmning 
up with 
an 
American flag which they hung 
alongside the Tricolor. 


“Right after this, someone at 
the organ inside the church be­ 
gan playing t h e Marseillaise 
and the civilians stood silently 
with bared heads for their na­ 
tional anthem, and then for 
the 
Star 
Spangled 
Banner, 
while across the street the sur­ 
rendering German soldiers wera 
being marched to the rear un­ 
der guard.” 


Advanea To Bluffs 


TJie emotional impact nearly 
moved me to tears then, and 
memory of it .still brings a 
choked-up feeling. 


Later that day we advanced 
to the top of the bluffs over­ 
looking the Bay of Brest and 
spent the night under heavy 
fire. But the end of the Battla 
of Brest came the next mom- 
inc when four German officers 
came through our lines under 
a white flag and discus.sed sur­ 
render terms. 


With 
fixed 
bayonets,

charged d<mn the bluffs and 
rounded up thousands of Ger­ 
man prisonei-s. 


That final day produced what 
must have been one of tha 
most boisterous celebrations by 
any American unit prior to V- 
E Day in May of 1945. 


Told Off Captain 
Stores of wines and cognae 
were found in the huge under­ 
ground shelters built into tha 
sides of bluffs overUx^ing the 
Bay of Brest. Great quantities 
of guns and ammunition wera 
uncovered, much of it smashed 
beyond use except for an oc­ 
casional sidearm which was 
promptly grabbed as a touvenir.

Plans Complete 
For Lake, River 


NIAGARA FALLS. Ont. <AP> 


• -.An iron additive that Michi­ 
gan authorities say will elimi­ 
nate ^ per cent of the phosiAo- 
rus in sewage dumped into the 
Detroit River and Lake Erie is 
to go into use Jan. 1. 


F. B. Fi-ost, chief engineer uf 
the Michigan Water Resources 
Commission, 
reported 
t h a t 
municipalities in his state are 
adopting the process to meet 
new phosphorus-level 
require­ 
ments set by the commission. 


He told the Ontario Gas and 
Petroleum Association’s annual 
meeting: “We have already or­ 
dered aU major urban areas 
along the Detroit River and 
Lake Erie to remove a mini­ 
mum of 80 per cent of phospho­ 
rus from their sew'age by 1977 
at the latest. 


“Michigan 
now 
aims 
to 
achieve the 92 per cent reduc­ 
tion in phosphorus contained in 
sewage as soon as possible.” 


He said industiy would con­ 
tinue to dump billions of gallons 
of waste into the Detroit River 
and Lake Erie, but “ it’s not the 
quantity of waste, but the quali­ 
ty of waste that counts.’’

Tne snow isn’t expected to fly in the Upper 
Peninsula for a couple of months, but already 
hundreds of residents are beginning to look for­ 
ward to the winter season.

Snowmobile ra^es. as one might exnect in a 
society where people thrive on competition, have 
sprung up in almost every comer of the Upper 
Midwest and some of them — like the Interna­ 
tional 500 at Sault Ste. Marie- the Rhinelander- 
Eagle River program, the International Gold Cup 
at Gladstone and the North American Snowmo­ 
bile championships at Munising — have attract­ 
ed national attention. 
But besides the “big” races, there are oth­ 
ers which provide rsidents exciting weekends and 
a chance to earn recognition and a few’ dollars 
without cmopetine with the “pros” who travel 
the racing circuit from weekend to weekend with 
several machines at their disposal.

Snowmobile racing, however, while it pro­ 
vides weekends of excitement for both drivers 
and spectators, isn’t the driving force behind 
the “Think Snow*” movement. Snowmobiles are 
popular simply because they can pull together 
a familv for a winter outing. 
Relatively uncomplicated, snowmobiles can 
be driven by young children or parents. They can 
be used for riding, towing sleighs or skiers, or 
as a vehicle to reach cottages which in the “pre 
snowmobile era” were closed to families from 
the time of the first maior snowball to the spring 
breakup. For a family with several thousand 
dollars invested in a cottage, adding four or five 
months to the annual use of that cottage almost 
doubles the value of the investment. 
This is what snowmobiling is all about. 
It is and w ill continue to be a family activity. 
And more and more families are getting into 
the act even* year.

Creating Dependency 


Rep. Gene Snyder, R-Ky., likes only one 
kind of handout from the federal government 
— those to his constituents in Kentucky. 
Snyder laments the expenditure of billions of 
dollars on foreign aid, not primarilv because 
funds have been misspent and largely counter­ 
productive but because his voters aren’t getting 
enough tax m o n e y funneled into their hands. 
Hie fact is that foreign aid has consumed 
som e $150 billion since the end of World War 
TI. Most of it has g o n e to support socialist 
schemes which have squeezed out or discouraged 
private entemrise. Considerable amounts have 
gone for prestige projects which have turned out 
to be white elephants. Government leaders often 
never intended for the project to be profitable 
or productive < nee they w’ere designed solely 
to impress the natives. 
American aid has also gone to arm historic 
enemies — i e., Jordan and Israel, Pakistan and 
India — which have used the equipment to 
battle and exhaust each other rather than pro­ 
tect themselves from the threats of Communism. 
The Communists are stronger today in the Mid­ 
dle East and South-Central Asia because U S. 
aid recipients have embroiled themselves in cost­ 
ly wars. 
On the basis of these facts Snyder is cor­ 
rect in complaining about the continued export 
of American goods and funds to foreign coun­ 
tries which often hate us all the more for their 
parastic. relationship to the United States. Had 
the Kentucky congressman stopped there with 
his criticisms, he would have our unqualified 
sunnort and svmnathy. He went on. however, to 
demand that more tax money be diverted into 
his own district. 
Synder apparently forgets that aid. whether 
foreign or domestic, comes out of the pocket of 
one person and goes into the pocket of another. 
It amounts to legal robbery even though the mo­ 
tives may be of the highest caliber. 
The failure of all aid programs is that they 
create or strengthen dependency on the govern­ 
ment at the expense of personal initiative and 
human freedom. 


Waving Of White Flag 
Started Strange Scene 


(Editor’s Note: This is so ­

Twenty-five years after 
it 
happened,

tle setting — still forms a bril­ 
liant image in my mind. 
It took place in the town of 
Ttesouvrance, a suburb of the 
great French port of Brest cap­ 
tured 
in 
Septem ber after a 
four-week offensive by the 2nd, 
8th and 29th Infantry Division*. 
Nearly 50,000 German troops 
were in the Brest garrison, and 
the city’s defen ?o« included an 
outer defensive arc of hedge­ 
rows. concrete and steel forti­ 
fications and an abundance of 
strongpoints on 
high ground 
which gave the enem v clear ob­ 
servation of all approaches to 
the city. Steel pillboxes, anti­ 
tank ditches, road barriers and 
minefields mnde up the inner 
defensive system. 
Hundred^ 
of 
infantry 
re­ 
placements like mvself got our 
first ta-te of battle in this cam­ 
paign, after crossing the Eng­ 
lish channel in w hat m ust have 
been a cattle boat following 
a brief stopover in England and 
‘hen being transported in truck* 
to 
fill 
rifle 
company ranks 
thinned by action at Omaha 
Beach, St. Lo and the pursuit 
through Normandy. 
Hours Cleaning Rifle* 
I rem em ber clearlv the dav« 
preceding our movement to the 
front line. Thev were beautiful 


September days when we spent 
hours cleaning our rifles and 
engaging in other routine ta>ks; 
watching wave after wave of 
American planes drop bombs 
on the Brest area: giving gum 
and chocolate bars to young 
French boys and 
girls after 
hearing them sing their national 
anthem. 
It’s easy to recall the solem­ 
nity of religious sendees for 
both Catholic a n d Protestant 
troops, with the radiators of 
jeeps serving as altars, and of 
attending Mass and receiving 
general absolution with hund­ 
reds of others the night before 
wre began replacing troops on 
the line. 
I remember, too. the tediou* 
ta<k of digging in. time after 
time, as we continued a slow 
but steady advance . 
. the 
em pty shells from machinegun 
bullets dropping on us from 
planes giving close suooort to 
our ground forces . . . the foul­ 
ups which sometimes resulted 
n some of us standing guard 
three or four times a night . . . 
the horrible stench from the 
bloated bodies of dead horses 
onlv a 
few yards from our 
foxholes , . 
of the great wave 
of pity which swept over me 
when I awakened in an or­ 
chard one morning to see a 
cow’ with half of its face shot 
away. 
Bizarre Scene

Last Thursday evening. I at­ 
tended high school for one hour 
at Holy Name. I spent ten min­ 
utes rn each of the six class­ 
rooms that my daughter attend* 
daily, and I got a brief explana­ 
tion of the subjects and the 
w’ork covered by the particular 
courses. The subjects were as 
follows: biology, typing, geome­ 
try, chorus, English, religion. 
These are the same subjects, 
w ith one exception — Religion 
— that are offered in the public 
schools. These first five are also 
the subjects which I feel should 
be paid for with public funds 
o r state aid. We do not request 
state aid to teach our children 
Religion — only for those sub­ 
jects which are required and or 
are taught in the public schools. 
It appears that some of the un­ 
inform ed have the opinion that 
the non-public schools are teach­ 
ing only Religion. 
The 
State Constitution 
re­ 
quires that all children attend 
school. It states that we are en­ 
titled to a free education, and 
further states that we can at­ 
tend a school of our choice 
U nder the present system wa 
cannot obtain these rights. Th* 
public school system in Michi­ 
gan offers a fine education; 
however, I feel it is tile dual 
system of education that makes 
it the fine educational system it 
is today. 
The fine education offered at 
the public schols is, in part, a 
credit to the non-public schools 
in Michigan. Likewise, the fine 
education offered at the non- 
public schools in Michigan is a 
•redft to th* very good educa­ 


tional 
system 
at 
the 
public 
schools. 
Competition here, as in busi­ 
ness and industry, is im portant 
and is for the good of the con­ 
sum er. Laws prohibit business 
and industry from monopolizing. 
Perhaps our dual educational 
system snould have this pro­ 
tection as well. 
I feel my children have just 
as much right to a paid educa­ 
tion as do my neighbor’s child­ 
ren. The fact that I exercise 
my right to send my children to 
a school of my choice should 
not classify me as a second-rate 
citizen by denying paym ent or 
reim bursem ent of the educa­ 
tional cost of reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 
Our non-public schools must 
have financial assistance to sur­ 
vive. No business can continue 
on a money losing basis. Like­ 
wise, my budget cannot stand 
for an increased state tax for 
education, increased tuition at 
the non-public school, and in­ 
creased local millage to support 
schools that my children do not 
attend. 
In Escanaba alone there are 
over 1,500 children attending 
non-public schools. Could our 
public schools absorb that m any 
additional without substantial 
increase in millage? 
As 
concerned 
citizens, 
we 
should give this serious and 
unbiased 
consideration, 
and 
should w rite our State Repre­ 
sentative and State Senator urg­ 
ing passage of legislation to 
benefit ail of the school child­ 
ren in Michigan.

There were 
no officers or noncoms with our 
platoon at the time. Unable to 
advance further and lacking a 
leader, we ken’ under cover 
around and behind the houses 
across from the theater. 
Wave* White Flag 
“Some tim e later a German 
soldier appeared in the door­ 
way of the theater waving a 
large white flag. He came over 
to us and said that some of the 
Germans in the area wanted 
to m rrender. We told him OK. 
and he w ent back. The G er­ 
man.- then started walking out 
of 
the 
theater 
and 
nearby 
woods in group* of twos, threes, 
fours and fives. A total of 56 
gave up in the space of about 
15 minutes. 
“In the m eantim e, while the 
Germans are walking out of 
their area to us. French civil­ 
ians were pouring out of the 
church. We learned from them 
later that HO men, women and 
children had spent 42 days and 
nights rn the church basement. 
While t h e y stood around in 
front of the church, watching 
with keen interest the surren­ 
der, 
two 
young 
Frenchmen 
came running up with a French 
flag. Using a ladder, thev hung 
the flag above the entrance of 
the church. Then two others 
came 
running 
up 
w*ith 
an 
American flag which they hung 
alongside the Tricolor. 
“Right after this, someone at 
the organ inside the church be­ 
gan playing * h e M arseillaise 
and the civilian* stood silently 
with bared heads for their na­ 
tional anthem , and then for 
the 
Star 
Spangled 
Banner, 
while across the street the su r­ 
rendering Germ an soldiers wen* 
be ng m arched to the rear un­ 
der guard.” 
Advance To Bluffs 
Tile emotional im pact nearly 
moved me to tears then, and 
memory of it still brings a 
choked-up feeling. 
Later that day we advanced 
to the top of the bluffs over­ 
looking the Bay of Brest and 
spent the night under heavy 
fire. But the end of the Battle 
of Brest came the next m orn­ 
ing w’hen four Germ an officer* 
came through our line* under 
a white flag and discussed sur­ 
render terms. 
With 
fixed 
bayonets, 
we 
charged dowm the bluffs and 
rounded up thousands of G er­ 
man prisoners. 
That final day produced what 
must have been one of the 
most boisterous celebrations by 
anv Am erican unit prior to V- 
E Day in Mav of 1945. 
Told Off Captain 
Stores of wines and cognae 
W’ere found in the huge under­ 
ground shelters built into the 
sides of bluffs overlooking the 
Bay of Brest. G reat quantities 
of guns and am m unition w’ere 
uncovered, much of it sm ashed 
beyond use except for an oc­ 
casional 
sidearm which 
w*a* 
prom ptly grabbed as a souvenir. 
German

Phosphorus Cut 
Plans Complete 
For Lake, River 


NIAGARA FALLS. Ont. 
AP- 
—An iron additive that Michi­ 
gan authorities say will elimi­ 
nate 92 per cent of the phospho­ 
rus rn sewage dumped into the 
Detroit River and Lake E nc is 
to go into use Jan. I. 
F. B. Frost, chief engineer of 
the Michigan W ater Resources 
Commission, 
reported 
t h a t 
municipalities rn hi* state 
are 
adopting the process to meet 
new 
phosphorus-level 
require­ 
ments set by the commission. 
He told the Ontario Gas and 
Petroleum Association’s annual 
m eeting: “We have already or­ 
dered all m ajor urban areas 
along the Detroit 
River 
and 
Lake Erie to remove a 
mini­ 
mum of 80 per cent of phospho­ 
rus from their sewage by 1977 
at the latest. 
“ Michigan 
now 
aim* 
to 
achieve the 92 per cent reduc­ 
tion in phosphorus contained in 
sewage as soon as possible.” 
He said industry 
would con­ 
tinue to dum p billions of gallons 
of waste into the Detroit River 
and Lake Erie. but “ it s not the 
quantity’ of waste, but the quali­ 
ty of waste that counts.”

bi e&K-Ut roughs. 
“Tnere have been many com­ 
plaints of snowmobiles being 
iterated illegally cm railroad 
and traffic right-of-ways.” 
Some states require reg.stra- 
tion of snowmobile vehicles, 
but most states have only lim­ 
ited 
snowmobile 
regulations 
and relatively minor penalties 
for 
violations. 
Snowmobile 
owners should find out their 
state’s law’s and conform to 
them—for their own safety. 
Lack Experience 
“A number of fatal and in­ 
jure-producing accidents can 
be attributed to a lack cf snow­ 
mobile driving experience or 
just a plain lack of common 
sense,” said Fleming. 
According to Fleming, a few 
precautions

can take to insure his fun and

special trails and off the ice,

It also 
is available from dealers. Tile 
b o o k l e t describes operating 
rules to observe to avoid acci­ 
dents and dangers. 
The snowmobile industry is 
quite concerned about safety. 
As the sport has increased in 
popularity, so have accidents. 
For example, many manufac­ 
turers produce their own safety 
programs, a safety film and a 
public service award. 
The booklets describe safety 
rules and includes a rearer test. 
If you pass the test, a colorful 
safety patch is issued. 
Fifteen-minute 
films

available to snowmobile clubs 
and

groups. 
The public service award will 
be issued to persons or groups 
promoting snowmobiling in the 
public interest.

Those 
to whom the only sensible wav 
Use Care In 
Snowmobiling 


Driving 
a 
snowmobile 
is 
easy, fun and an opportunity 
for adventure. 
But, as with 
every other recreational activ­ 
ity, some precautions are nec­ 
essary’—and in extremely cold 
weather. ANY place is a bad 
place to have an accident The 
following 
safety 
suggestions 
are based 
on manufacturers’ 
recommendations and common 
tense. 
Be thoroughly familiar with 
your vehicle and maintain it 
according to the maker’s in­ 
structions Before you start out. 
make sure you have enough 
“gas” and know what to do 
in emergencies If you're driv­ 
ing a rented or borrowed ma- 
chane. get checked out on its 
operation before you start out. 
Observe all laws and regula­ 
tions. Use of public roads is 
illegal in Michigan (although 
you 
may 
cross 
them), 
but 
many 
snowmobile trails 
are 
available. 
Ask local snowmo­ 
bile dealers, county' agent* or 
forest supervisors about them 
Check For Traffic 
When crossing roads, 
stop 
first to check the traffic, then 
cross quickly, straight across. 
Don’t drive so fast that you 
can't stop if you came to a 
road unexpectedly. 
When you have a passen­ 
ger or are towing a sled, be 
especially careful. When chil­ 
dren are along, 
it’s best to 
avoid 
treacherous 
side 
hills 
and broken terrain. 
See that 
the child sits correctly, grips 
the safety handles and keeps 
his feet parallel on the boards 
or in the sled. 
Beware Of Ice 
Before driving at night, make 
•ure your lights work proper­ 
ly and keep them free cf snow. 
Moonlight rides are fun. but 
the moon bv itself doesn’t of­ 
fer sufficient illumination for 
driving. It's best to follow es­ 
tablished trails at night to 'lay 
clear of fences and other ob­ 
ject* hard to see in the dark 
Be 
alert 
for 
obstacles 
and 
rough 
terrain. 


Before crossing a lake or 
stream, always check the ice 
carefully. Running water can 
undercut the ice. Make sure it 
can support both you and your 
snowmobile before you get on 
it. 
Dress warmly. 
Snowmobile 
speeds increase the chill factor. 
Clothing designed 
for snow’- 
mobiling 
works 
best 
Since 
your 
feet don't move much 
and are often encased in snow, j 
warm, waterproof boots are a 
must. 
Don't hotrod. Don’t tailgate 
another snowmobile. Don’t cut 
across the 
path 
of 
another 
snowmobile. 
A wreck in the 
snow is no fun and help may 
be a long way away. 
Use a towDar w’hen you pull 
a trailer. Rigid hitches are nec­ 
essary to prevent rear end col­ 
lisions on sudden stops 
and 
provide better control on the 
turns. 
Use Buddy System 
When exploring, inspect un­ 
familiar 
terrain 
before 
you 
cross it. 
Use the buddy sys­ 
tem 
in 
remote 
areas. 
Tell 
someone where you are going 
When 
ski-joring, 
carry 
a 
passenger facing the rear to 
observe the skier, drive at a 
moderate speed and watch for 
obstructions. 
Don’t drink w’hile snowmo- 
biling. It’s a dangerous temp­ 
tation to warm up with liquor 
on a cold day. If you do drink, 
wait until later. (Michigan law 
prohibits 
the 
operation 
of 
snowmobiles 
by 
intoxicated 
persons.) 
Respect the rights of others 
Don’t cross private land with­ 
out permission and don’t drive 
over seeded fields or disturb 
livestock or game herds. Don't 
drive in populated areas when 
others are sleeping. 
Be cart­ 
ful with matches, cigarets and 
campfires—even in the snow. 
Snow won't burn but w’oods. 
clothing and snowmobile fuel 
will.

This us equally true for the 
racer, who drives one of the 
faster modified machines 
and 
for the stock class competitor. 
“It will be some time before 
the snowmobile racer in white 
kid gloves will be able to turn 
his machine over to a highly- 
trained mechanical crew in the 
pits,” says Mathieu. 
“Until that happens, it will be 
up to each rider to handle at 
least die routine maintenance 
chores.” 
At most major snowmobile; 
outings, such as the upcoming 
World s Championship Snowmo­ 
bile Derby at Eagle River. Wis., 
Jan. 17-19, and the Rhinelander 
(Wig.) Hodag the same week­ 
end, drivers will be competing 
for honors in both stock and 
modified divisions. 
While there’s a lot of dif­ 
ference between stock and the 
faster modified racing machines 
under the cowl, you might not 
guess this by casually observing 
all of the competitors at a snow­ 
mobile derby,” Mathieu main­ 
tains. 
“Tinkering with the engine and

To Snowmobile ^500*

SAULT STE. MARIE—There 
is a sign in tht Pine Mountain 
Ski Lodge near Iron Mountain, 
“Stamp Out Summer!” And 
everywhere In the Upper Pen­ 
insula’s snow sports country 
there are expectant prepara­ 
tions for winter, but nowhere 
Is there more activity and ex­ 
citement than here. 


The Snult is preparing for 
Its *‘I-500” and it is confident 
that the event is on its way to 
b e c o m i n g in snowmobiling 
what the Indianapolis 300 is in 
automobile racing. 


The Sault had such great 
success with its first winter 
program of snowmobile racing 
that it confidently expects its 
International 500 to bring it 
each winter the equivalent of 
three or four weeks of summer 
recreational business. 


Season Of Racing 
The local group in charge 
of the program, explained Gale 
Gleason of .Lake Superior State 
College to Gov. Milliken’s Up- 
per Peninsula Economic Task 
Force last week, wrote to the 
officials of the Indianapolis 
500 for promotional ideal used 


there that can be used for the 
International 500. 


It will provide a whole sea­ 
son of racing, with classes and 
heats, 
culminating 
in 
the 
championship race, 
so there 
will be many weekends of rac­ 
ing to attract snowmobile fans 
and racers in this eruptive new 
sport. 


*‘We are beginning to realize 
the fruits of our efforts to cre­ 
ate a 500 mile race for snow­ 
mobiles,” said 
Dr. 
Glenson, 
“and families are becoming 
two 
snowmobile-minded. 
At 
the end of last season we had 
a race course of one and a half 
square miles. There must be 
fencing for safety in snowmo­ 
bile racing and we have a $28,- 
000 fence at an actual cost of 
only $13,900. We have light­ 
ing and we raised $16,000 in 
four and a half hours to meet 
our obligations.” 


“The community has been 
extremely generous,” said Dr. 
Kenneth Shouldice, chancellor i 
of Lake Superior State Col­

The gas 
stations all sold out and you 
couldn't find a wiener in town 


after last winter’s races.’*

^ The -bibliography was com- 
pHed by the State Department 
of Education at the direction of 
Dr. Ira PoUey, superintendent 
of public instruction. 


"O’Neil was Joined at a news 
cortlerence today by the Rev. 
James Allen, pastor of the War­ 
ren Community Bapitst Church, 
and by Robert Johnson, pres­ 
ident of the Detroit Education 
Association. 
" Allen, who said he r^resent* 
ed 15 ministers of eight differ­ 
ent denominations, said the de- 
p«rth\ent’s present approach to 
sex education is "pornographic 
and immoral.” 


"1 believe sex in marriage is 
holy and wonderful,” Allen said. 
"We are in favor of sex taught 
in a godly manner.”

Dr. Wesley White, president 
of the American Association on

great majority of the 
I retarded come from the urban 
and rural slums, from the most 
deprived and lowest social eco­ 
nom ic classes and are intellec­ 
tually impaired ais a result of the 
environment to which they are 
exposed, White said. 
“Those are the 'truly disad­ 
vantaged," he told the confer­ 
ence. 
In the future. White contended 
such retardation can be pre­ 
vented through proper educa­ 
tion and social action. 
White said that the education 
system itself frequently contri­ 
butes to the children’s environ­ 
mental handicap by permitting 
)x>orer facilities, larger classes 
, and inexperienced teachers in 
slum areas.
